How Coin Blanks Are Made. 

The following is reprinted from a recent issue of Brass World. It will be 
of interest to new collectors, and perhaps to many of the older ones. The 
firms mentioned, the Scovill Manufacturing Company and Benedict & Burn- 
ham, were both located in Waterbury, Conn., and many years ago did an 
extensive business in the manufacture of Hard Times tokens and store cards. 


Forty million nickel blanks and 43,000 penny blanks were turned out 
last year by the Scovill Mfg. Co. for the Government. The manufactup of 
penny and nickel blanks is an old task of this company and it is believed 
to be the only concern in the country which makes this form of the nation’s 
money. 

These coins, which are manufactured solely on order of the Government, 
are shipped to the mints, and there receive the official imprint which makes 
them legal tender as one and five cent pieces. 

The manufacture of coins by this company almost parallels its history. 
Before it began to make coins for the Government, both Scovill and Bene- 
dict & Burnham made what were called “store cards’’ or “Hard Times” 
tokens which they issued and circulated themselves on par with the Gov- 
ernment money. From 1820 to 184 5, Scovill’s issued a variety of business 
metallic cards and tokens. They were called “Hard Times” tokens be- 
cause this period was known as the “hard times period,” due to the great 
currency problems, theories and practices of the administrations of Jack- 
son and Van Buren, during which Webster was the leading exponent of a 
paper currency and Thomas H. Benton stood steadfastly for a metallic circu- 
lating medium. 

Specie payments were suspended, metallic money bearing the stamp of 
the Government disappeared from trade and necessity for a circulating 
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medium of fractional value brought into use the round copper and brass 
pieces that had been made and issued to answer the purposes of business 
advertisement and to exploit political sentiments and convictions, many of 
the pieces bearing allusions to the policies of the two above mentioned 
statesmen. 

In 1834 the Scovill company actually challenged the exclusive right of 
the Government to issue coins and for the next seven years issued coins of 
nearly 200 different designs. Most of these were stamped from sheet cop- 
per, although a few were alloyed with tin. They passed as current coin 
even after their manufacture ceased. In 1842 the Government enjoined 
the issue. After 1866 the Scovill company furnished the United States 
mint with blanks for the three-cent “nickels” and after 1890 with blanks 
for the one-cent bronze and the five-cent nickel coins. Many coins, both 
blanks and fully stamped, have been issued by Scovill’s from time to time 
for most of the South American states. About the time of the World War 
the concern had a big order for blanks for Italian lira, which kept it busy 
for a loag time. 

The most notable achievement in the history of the country in the line 
of medal making is said to be the full set of medals, 23,757 in number, 
furnished by Scovill’s for the Columbian Exposition in 1893. 

The blanks or planchets, as they are called, for the one-cent and five-cent 
coins are stamped out from sheets of copper alloy, rolled down to the thick- 
ness. The planchets are sorted and weighed. Overweight pieces are filed 
down; underweight pieces are remelted. The planchets next go to a mill- 
ing machine where they receive the raised edge which protects the design 
on the coin from abrasion. The edges are raised only a little higher than 
the device. Otherwise, continual rubbing on counters and other coins would 
erase the device. The raised edge also allows the coins to be piled one on 
another steadily. The process is, by a very beautiful piece of mechanism, 
in the following manner: 

Several planchets are placed in one of the brass vertical tubes of which 
there are several for different sized coins. At the bottom of the tube the 
lowest planchet is struck by a revolving wheel on one side and the fixed 
segment on the other. The segment is on the same curve as the wheel, 
though somewhat nearer to it at the farther end. The planchet is caught 
in a narrow groove cut in the wheel and segment and the space being some- 
what less than the diameter of the planchet the edge is crowded up. The 
planchet makes four revolutions when it reaches the end of the segment and 
being released from the groove falls into a box below. The edge is per- 
fectly smooth, the reeding being put on in the process of coining. 

Actual coining, or making the impress, is done at the mint by presses 
carrying the dies with the design used on the coin. The arch of the coin- 
ing press is a solid piece of cast iron weighing several tons. In the interior 
of the arch is a nearly round plate of brass called a triangle. It is fastened 
to a lever above by two steel bands, called stirrups. There is a stout arm 
above it connected with the triangle by a ball and socket joint, and it is 
this arm which forces down the triangle. The arm is connected with the 
end of the lever above by a joint somewhat like that of the knee and forces 
down the arm until it is perfectly straight. By that time the crank has 
revolved and is lowering the lever, which forces out the knee again and 
raises the arm. As the triangle is fastened to the arm it has to follow all 
its movements. Under the triangle, buried in the lower part of the arch, 
is a die stake. 

Into this is fastened the reverse die. The die stake is arranged to rise 
about an eighth of an inch, but when down is rests firmly on the solid 
foundation of the arch. Over the die stake is a steel collar in which is a 
hole just large enough to allow a blank planchet to drop upon the die. In 
the triangle above, the obverse die is fastened, which moves with the trian- 
gle; and when the knee is straightened the die fits into the collar and 
presses down upon the reverse die. Just in front of the triangle is an up- 
right tube made of brass and of the size to hold the blank planchets to be 
coined. The blank planchets are examined by the operator and the per- 
fect ones are placed in this tube. As they reach the bottom they are seized 
singly by a pair of steel feeders, in motion as similar to that of the finger 
and thumb as is possible in machinery, and carried over the collar and 
dropped upon the die. The knee is straightened, forcing the obverse die to 
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enter the collar and press both sides of the blank at once. The sides of the 
collar are fluted, and the intense pressure expands the blank planchet about 
one-sixteenth of an inch, filling the collar and producing on the coin tlie 
fluted edge. 

The stamped coins go to an automatic weighing machine which has three 
receptacles, one for the planchets which exceed the proper weight, and 
which after having thus been rejected are forwarded to be filed off to the 
required weight. The middle receptacle is for those of exact weight and 
the third and fourth receptacle for those too light for coinage and hence 
rejected and remelted. 

They are then counted by counting boards, by means of which $25 in the 
flve-cent pieces can be counted in less than one minute. These boards are 
a flat surface of wood with copper partitions the height and size of the 
coins to be counted, rising from the surface at regular intervals and running 
parallel with each other from top to bottom. These boards are worked by 
hand, over a box, and as the pieces are counted they slide into a drawer 
prepared to receive them; after which the counted coins are put in bags 
and removed to the office of the coiner, where they are again weighed. 

The dies which stamp the coins are engraved in the mint itself. Their 
preparation is a work requiring considerable skill and care. The steel 
selected must be of moderately fine grain and uniform texture and when 
polished should show no spots or patches under a magnifying glass. Two 
short lengths, cut from bars of steel and forged into rough dies, are next 
made as soft as possible by careful annealing. After being faced up flatly 
and smoothly in a lathe they pass into the hands of the engraver who traces 
upon them their appropriate images, obverse and reverse, and works these 
out with steel tools. When the new matrices or maternal dies, after re- 
peated impressions on clay, etc., and alteration, are found correct, they 
are ready for hardening- — a process simple enough as regards plain steel, 
but here very critical, seeing that a delicate engraving has to be kept intact. 
Each matrix is first protected with a mask, composed of fixed oil thickened 
with animal charcoal, or of lampblack and linseed oil. 

They are then placed face downwards in a crucible and burned in animal 
charcoal. After being heated a cherry red they are taken out with a pair of 
tongs, plunged in a large body of water, moved about rapidly till all noise 
ceases, and left in the water till quite cool. If the matrix pipes or sings, 
there is probably a crack in it. The hardened die is next polished and tem- 
pered, the former by holding it against a running iron disk, coated with 
flour emery and oil, the latter by putting it in water, which is gradually 
raised to the boiling point, then allowed to cool slowly or by placing it on a 
heated bar of iron until is acquires a rich straw color. To increase its 
strength an iron may be shrunk upon it. The matrix, heated as described, 
can then be used to multiply coins or medals, but it is preferred to use it 
for first producing punches or steel impressions in relief. 

The matrix is then laid aside and the punches used to produce any num- 
ber of steel dies. These are fac-similes of the matrix and when completed 
are used for the purposes of coinage. 


LA SOUIETE IjKH AMIS l)E LA MEDAlIiLE IVART. 

(The Secretary’s Annual Report for 1923, March 30. 1924. Free translation by 

Guy deLagerberg.) 

At the end of the past year the Society has seen the number of its mem- 
bers increase. The few deaths and resignations have been compensated 
for by the admission of new members, a considerable number of whom re- 
side abroad. We have at present more than 525 (of which about one hun- 
dred are from the United States). 

You have received the medal of Lieutenant-General Baron .Jacques, the 
successful work of Eug. J. De Bremaecker, who reproduced faithfully the 
vigorous features of the valiant and popular general, in whom your society 
recognized the symbol of our army. This medal belonged still to Exercise 
XVI (1921). 

, To the Exercise for the following year belong two medals of the com- 
memorative series of the war. Both of these have been distributed to you. 
One of them, the fourth, commemorates the defense of Namur and is the 
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work of Pierre Theunis; the City of Namur, proudly set between the Meuse 
and the Lambre, defies the Austrian shells, and its garrison is represented 
on the reverse side, in a most vigorous ensemble, landing at Ostend. 

The fifth, which we owe to the talent of Ch. Samuel, recalls the defense 
of Yser and the martyrdom of Ypres. The symbolic conception of the aid 
given in 1914 by the Yser and the Franch sailors to the Belgian Army, and 
of the guard maintained by the English army up to November, 1918, over 
the ruins of Ypres, are brought together with the most striking realism in 
execution. 

Contrary to the expectation, of which your committee informed you, 
serious and persistent difficulties in the striking of the sixth medal, the 
work of Geo. Devreese, have prevented us from distributing the same to you. 
However, it will soon be ready. This medal is the only one belonging to 
the Exercise XVIII, 1923. To the one now beginning will belong the seventh 
and eighth medals, entrusted to Hyp. Le Roy, “The Offensive of Flanders 
and Re-entry of the King into Brussels,” and Armand Bonnetain, “Homage 
to the Dead.” 

The financial situation of your society will probably enable them to meet 
the expense of striking these two medals, owing to the fact that the Exer- 
cise 1923 consisted of but one medal. However, unless the cost of every- 
thing, and especially that of labor, diminishes to an appreciable extent, 
it is evident, at least for the year 1925, that a revision will be necessary in 
the amount of dues. Therefore, your committee requests authorization, if 
it be found necessary, to increase for one year the amount of same. 

The activity of your society continues to manifest itself, both in Belgium 
and abroad. 

In our country the Committee of Organization of the Triennial Salon of 
Antwerp decided to devote a special section to Medals. It entrusted the 
preparation of this section to your President, and you may have observed 
how well your committee was inspired. The medallic section was composed 
of no less than twenty cases. Fourteen medallists from Belgium joined, 
viz.: Messrs. A. Bonnetain, Eug. J. Bremaecker, Edw. Deckers, FI. De 
Cupyer, G. Devreese, Ph. Du Bois, J. Dupon, J. Jourdain, Hyp. Le Roy, 
Mademoiselle J. Lorrain, A. Mauguoy, G. Petit, V. Rousseau, Ch. Samuel, 
P. Theunis, P. Wissaert and Jas. Witterwulghe. 

To make known at home what is being done in other countries, the 
President has invited a series of foreign medallists with the most different 
characteristics to exhibit a selection of their works. They were, viz.: Six 
from France, Messrs. Damman, Dropsy, Pillet, Pommier, P. Roche and M. 
Schwab; one from England, Fr. Bowcher; three from Austria, R. Marschall, 
C. Perl and O. Thiede; one from Sweden, Erik Lindberg; one from Holland, 
J. C. Wienecke. 

From abroad, especially from Poland, numerous requests were addressed 
to your committee soliciting its assistance, with a view to organizing an 
exhibit of Belgian medallists at Warsaw. 

It is impossible for me to close this report without giving expression to 
the unanimous regret caused us by the decision of our colleague, Mr. 
Edouard Laloire, member of your committee for nearly a quarter of a 
century, to give up the duties of Treasurer, which he has fulfilled so long 
with faithfulness and devotion above all praise, and without expressing to 
him how great is the gratitude of the Society to him for his work. —

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THE LIFE OF PAPER MONEY. 

Down in the tropics where native workmen often carry paper money 
tucked inside their shirts, against their bodies, its life is very short. The 
average American paper dollar, circulating right here at home, seldom 
wears more tlian a year; a $10 bill may last four years, and a $10,000 bill 
— for painfully obvious reasons — never wears out. To make sure that all 
paper used is amply stout, it is put through a testing machine. One piece 
I saw was folded, unfolded and refolded 1400 times before it broke. 

It costs Uncle Sam practically as much to make a $1 bill as it does to 
make a $20, or a $10,000 note — about 1.3 cents each, they told me at the 
Treasury. So, even if it were practicable to use gold, and even if we al- 
ways had enough, it would cost more through loss, by abrasion, to use it 
than to use paper. At that, some $600,000,000 gold is in circulation, or 
theoretically so — for most of it is kept in the vaults of banks. 

Every day old paper money moves in a steady stream to the Treasury, 
and new bills move out. More than $1,000,000 a day is destroyed, and of 
course, an enormous amount must be kept on hand to meet new demands. 
In one small cupboard about three feet square I saw $642,000,000 in paper 
money — said to be the most valuable pile anywhere. 

Our $1 bills, being handled most, wear out soonest. Many of the $2 
bills turned in have one corner torn off — proof that gamblers and others 
still believe a $2 bill is unlucky, and that only by tearing off a corner is the 
hoodoo broken. 

“A $10 bill,” says Frank Thiel, Assistant Treasurer, “will last on an av- 
erage less than four years. Just how much paper money is lost or de- 
stroyed, and never returned for redemption, is difficult to estimate. One 
guess says that it is not more than one-quarter of 1 per cent.” — Frederick 
Simpich, in Saturday Evening Post. 


AUSTRIANS HOARDING SILVER ( GINS. 

A dispatch from Vienna to the New York Times says that the public 
revenue of the Austrian Government from December to June was far in ex- 
cess of expenses. It is believed that these high receipts will enable Austria 
to repay the debt owed by her to Czecho-Slovakia against the purchase of 
silver required for coining metallic money. 

These coins have been issued in large quantities, but they do not stay in 
circulation. The public appears to hord every available shilling. As a re- 
sult of this tendency, a probability exists that if the Government pursues 
its plan of withdrawing paper money in proportion to the new coined issues 
a scarcity of currency will be created. 


PHILADELPHIA MINT TO STRIKE POLISH CX)INS. 

The 12,000,000 one-zloty and 6,000,000 two-zloty silver pieces which the 
Republic of Poland contracted for with the American Smelting and Refining 
Company and other concerns will be coined at the Philadelphia Mint, says 
the Public Ledger. Dies for the new coins are now being prepared. It is 
expected that actual coinage will begin in a few weeks. The zloty is the 
new Polish monetary unit and has value of 19.3 cents United States gold. 

The coins will be composed of three parts of silver and one part of cop- 
per. Their coinage will require approximately 1,900,000 ounces of fine 
silver. The refining companies will furnish the silver and copper to the 
mint. 


(’ORRE( TION. 

Mr. J. deLagerberg desires to correct his statement in last month’s issue 
that Prince Matsukata, Japan’s elder statesman, died on March 1 last. His 
death did not occur until July 2. The information was given in connection 
with the illustration of a medal recently issued in commemoration of the 
Prince’s services to Japan.

(;. A. R. PROTESTS AtlAINST STONE .MOUNTAIN ( OINS. 

U. S. Grant Post, No. 23, G. A. R., of the Department of Illinois, has 
adopted resolutions protesting against the striking of the proposed Stone 
Mountain souvenir half dollars for the Stone Mountain Confederate .Monu- 
mental Association of Atlanta, Ga. It is proposed to show on the half dol- 
lars a section of the carving on Stone Mountain showing the figures of 
Jefferson Davis, Robert E. Lee and Stonewall Jackson. It is the appearance 
on the coins of these figures to which the G. A. R. Post objects, on the 
ground that “they were leaders in the endeavor to destroy our Government 
in order that human slavery might be perpetuated.” The resolutions also 
“ask Congress to repeal such law (authorizing their issue), and further 
ask that, if any such coins must be issued before the law can be repealed, 
there be placed on them only the figures of persons who were always loyal 
to the Union.” 


THE ^ WIDE AWAKE” POLITK AL ( LURS. 

As there are several political tokens having reference to the “Wide 
Awake” clubs in the campaign of 1860, particularly among the Lincoln 
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political issues, the following description of the clubs will be of interest to 
collectors of this series, supplementing Mr. King’s reference to them in our 
February issue. It is taken from a recent issue of the National Republican, 
Washington, D. C. 

“One of the picturesque and effective features of the campaign of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in 18 60 was the marching clubs known far and wide as the 
‘Wide Awakes.’ This country-wide movement had its origin in Connecticut. 
After making his celebrated Cooper Union speech, Mr. Lincoln made a trip 
through New England. At Hartford the Presidential candidate was greeted 
by a delegation of active Republicans, each wearing a cap and a large cape 
of oilcloth and bearing over their shoulders a long staff, on the end of 
which blazed a brilliant torch-light. This first ‘Wide Awake’ club, as it 
styled itself (according to Nicolay and Hay, biographers of Lincoln), march- 
ing with soldierly step and military music, escorted Mr. Lincoln, on the 
evening of March 5, from the hall where he addressed the people to his 
hotel. The device was so simple and yet so strikingly effective that it im- 
mediately became the pattern for other cities. After the campaign opened, 
there was scarcely a county or village in the North without its organized 
and drilled association of ‘Wide Awakes,’ immensely captivating to the 
popular eye and forming everywhere a vigilant corps to spread the fame of 
and solicit votes for the Republican Presidential candidate. On several 
occasions 20,000 to 30,000 ‘Wide Awakes’ met in the larger cities and 
marched in monster torch-light processions through the principal streets. 
The ‘Wide Awakes’ undoubtedly were an important factor in the election 
of Lincoln. Most of the ‘Wide Awakes’ joined the Union army upon the 
outbreak of the Rebellion and fought for the preservation of their country. 
A great many of the few remaining members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic were proud-stepping ‘Wide Awakes’ in their young manhood.’’

Haseltine’s type-table catalogue.) 

We know that there are quite a number of half dollars between 1794 and 
1836 unknown to Mr. Haseltine, or at least not published in his type-table 
catalogue of 1881.

From Farran Zerbe, Tyrone, Pa., come several specimens of new issues 
of coins — from British South Africa, the Danzig Free State and Germany — 
dated 1923 and 1924. 

British South Africa- A very attractive set of five denominations in silver 
and three in dark bronze. The denominations are 2 V 2 shillings, florin, shil- 
ling, sixpence and threepence in silver and penny, halfpenny and quarter 
penny in dark bronze.

The obverse of all bears the crowned head of George V, with the inscrip- 
tion, GEORGIYS V REX IMPERATOR. 

There are five different reverse designs in the set. The 2 shilling has 
the inscription SOUTH AFRICA ZUID AFRIKA, with the denomination 
completing a circle enclosing the crowned coat-of-arms, which separates the 
date, 19 24. The florin has the same inscription, with the date forming 
part of it, surrounding a draped female figure, her arm resting on an up- 
right anchor, a star in the heavens. The sixpence and threepence have a 
similar inscription, with the date, 1 9 23, forming part of it, surrounding a 
wreath enclosing the denomination figure. On the penny and halfpenny 
the inscription is the same, the date, 1 9 23, forming part of it, surrounding 
a ship to right. The quarter penny has the same inscription surrounding 
two birds facing perched on branches showing three leaves and 10 berries. 

Danzig Free State — A set of four silver coins of the denominations of 
five gulden, two gulden, gulden and half gulden. The obverse of the five 
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gulden has the Danzig arms, a star above, with 5 GULDEN below. The 
reverse has the inscription, FREIE STADT DANZIG * FUNF GULDEN * 
1923, enclosing the front of a building with tower and two spires. The 
obverse of the two gulden has a similar obverse, except the date, 19 23, is 
below the arms instead of the denomination. The reverse has 2 GULDEN 
FREIE STADT DANZIG, with an object resembling the prow of a ship. 
The gulden is the same in all respects as the two gulden. The half gulden 
has on the obverse a ship without inscription. The reverse has FREIE 
STADT DANZIG GULDEN, the arms below separating the date, 1923.

HUGl ENOT COINS FOR EUROPEAN RULERS. 

According to press reports, specimens of the Huguenot Souvenir Half 
Dollar will be presented to the Queen of Holland, the King of Belgium and 
the President of France when the pilgrims go to Europe to celebrate the 
Huguenot-Walloon New Netherland tercentenary. The pilgrims will visit 
France, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, Holland, Belgium and England. 
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LONDON KOVAIi MINT TO STUIKE (OINS FOR RUSSIA. 

In connection with the various statements which have appeared in the 
press during the last few days on the coinage of Russian coins at the Royal 
Mint, Dr. Laserson, the foreign representative of the Currency Department 
of Moscow, yesterday made the following statement: 

“The negotiations with the Royal Mint commenced on March 4 last, when 
Mr. Philip Rabinovitch, the acting chairman of the Soviet Trade Delegation 
in London, and Dr. Laserson visited the Deputy .Master of the Royal Mint. 
On March 6 the Deputy Master wrote to the Soviet representative stating 
that he was pleased to inform them that his Majesty’s Government author- 
ised him to undertake the coinage in question. 

“Following these negotiations, an agreement was concluded with the 
Royal Mint on March 2 7, according to which the Royal Mint has under- 
taken the coinage of 40,000,000 half rouble pieces — so-called poltinniks- 
representing a total amount of 20,000,000 roubles. The half rouble coin 
is worth about one shilling and is the most popular coin in use. The com- 
position of these coins is 9 00 parts silver and 100 copper to 1,000; the diam- 
eter 26.67mm.; the total weight 10 grams. 

“All the poltinniks are to be coined by the Royal Mint according to 
the designs and from punches supplied by the Leningrad Mint. 

“Delivery of the whole quantity of coins is to be eHected four months 
after the confirmation by the Currency Department of the specimen coin 
supplied by the Royal Mint. 

“The conditions of payment are the usual ones. The Soviet Government 
has never been asked to accept any other conditions for the payment of the 
work done by the Royal Mint than those accepted by any other client of 
the Royal Mint. 

“As regards the silver necessary for the coinage, this is to be supplied in 
the usual way by the Trade Delegation of the Union of Sovet Socialist Re- 
publics in London, and it may be mentioned in this respect that the whole 
quantity of silver needed for the coinage of the 40,00,000 of poltinniks has 
already been secured. 

“The specimen coin manufactured by the Royal Mint, according to the 
punch supplied by the Leningrad Mint, has now been confirmed by the 
Currency Department. Actual coinage will commence at the end of June.” 
— London Observer, June 23, 1924. 


Rritain Minting- Money for Soviet R(‘publie. 

The population of Russia will no longer be handicapped in the matter of 
coins with which to carry on domestic commerce, provided they can over- 
come the difficulty of gaining possession of these monetary conveniences. 
The British Treasury has already started on an order to mint 45,000,000 
coins for the Soviet Government. This is the first Great Britain has re- 
ceived from the Soviet Government since the two countries patched up their 
diplomatic difficulties. The coins will also be the first Soviet coins ever 
minted. The negotiations occupied several weeks, and eventually the Soviet 
was forced to accept the British terms, which called upon Russia to furnish 
the necessary silver and alloy, and for payment of the work upon delivery. 

The coins are mostly one, two and five ruble pieces. The design is the 
work of an Englishman, although suggested by the Soviet. It is exceed- 
ingly plain, one side carrying the Soviet coat-of-arms and the other the 
value of the com and the date. The minting is taken as an indication that 
the Soviets are abandoning their theoretical economic policy of using goods 
to displace money and have now adopted a definite currency policy. — New 
York Times. 


WAR VETERAN FINDS $50 IN OLD TREE. 

While F. W. Barron, an ex-Canadian soldier, living near Ventura, Cal., 
was cutting down a pepper tree recently he made an unusual discovery. 
As the tree fell, he noticed a knot hole in one of the upper branches, with a 
piece of decayed wood nailed across it. Pulling off the board he caused a 
piece of old burlap to drop and found with it a roll of bills. Barron found 
$50, mostly of $1 denominations, and all of 1841 date. — Exchange. 
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WHEN CONFEDERATE MONEY WAS BETTER THAN (K>LD. 

In these days, when Confederate money is wanted only by collectors or 
as souvenirs of the “Lost Cause," it seems almost impossible to believe that 
at one time the Confederate paper was wanted in exchange for goods in pref- 
erence to gold and silver. Recently the Macon (Ga.) Telegraph reprinted 
an advertisement from its own columns during the war period, wherein the 
advertisers showed their preference for the paper money. The advertise- 
ment follows: 

The concern of Roberts, Dunlap & Co., being somewhat demor- 
alized, our Senior & Co. being in the hands of the doctors, and our 
middle man in the Army, makes it absolutely necessary that those 
who owe us should settle without delay. We have some half 
bushel, more or less, of due bills given for cash and goods, payable 
in bacon, pork, corn, wheat, etc. We have no time, talent or shoe 
leather to waste in running after these claims. We want money 
(not gold or silver) but Confederate money, and we want it at 
once. Our store is full of goods and we are anxious to sell for 
something to eat." 


THE (iERMAN WAR CXHNS. 

Permit me to offer a few words on the subject of the German war coins. 

In the July issue of The Numismatist appears a so-called checking list of 
this series, with the statement that this is perhaps the first ever printed. 
A great many of the sets given in this list are very incomplete, and a num- 
ber of the issuing cities are entirely missing. Also, the list contains an 
admixture of private tokens, as well as a few of the war-prisoner issues. 

I wish to state that the series of books edited by Dr. Arnold Keller, and 
known as “Das Deutsche Notgeld," completely covers this field. Volume 2 
of this work catalogs the official and private tokens, while those of the 
prisoner-of-war camps are contained in Volume 5. 

Also, I might mention that on page 151 of Volume 3 6 of The Numismatist 
Mr. O. P. Eklund gave a complete compilation of the number of these tok- 
ens, taken by groups.

IMtKSmKNT AVOHMSER IN BUENOS AIRES. 

El Diario, of Buenos Aires, in its issue of May 24, published an outline 
of the activities of President and Mrs. Wormser during their stay in that 
city, which is reprinted below. (Translation by Mr. F. D. Langenheim, 
Philadelphia, Pa.) 


Ml*. MoHtz Wormser. 

There is at present, just arrived from New York, the distinguished gen- 
tleman, ex-judicial functionary and man of business, Mr, Moritz Wormser 
and wife, a prominent society woman of New York. 

Mr. Worser is a member of the firm of Wormser & Co. and at present 
President of the American Numismatic Association.

The Cleveland Convention of the A. N. A. 

For two months the editor of Thk Numismatist has been trying to dis- 
cover a number of new reasons why members should attend the Cleveland 
Convention of the A. N. A. Year after year he is expected to impress upon 
them the importance of being on hand to take part in the numismatic feast 
and the series of entertainment features that have become a part of our 
conventions. No entirely new reasons have been found, but all the old 
ones are still good. 

The numismatic exhibit is one of the great drawing cards, and this year, 
as in the past, it is expected to have a number of surprises. No one can 
tell in advance just what will be in it, for most of the exhibitors give no 
hint of what they expect to display. But as many of the very good things 
in coins are owned by those who usually attend, the exhibit is expected to 
fully equal in importance that of any previous one. A prize of a gold coin 
has been offered by Mr. Julius Guttag for the best exhibit. 

There will, of course, be the interesting business sessions, when members 
will learn from the reports of officers the condition of the Association and 
what has been done in the past year. Charlie Markus, chairman of the 
Committee on Papers, writes that members have responded in a very gratify- 
ing way to requests for papers. Several are already in his hands, and 
indications are that the number will be greater than at the Montreal Con- 
vention. Then, we expect to have a real treat when President Wormser 
takes the floor and tells us about his trip to South American and European 
capitals, from which he and Mrs. Wormser expect to return about the mid- 
dle of August. When they sailed last April Mr. Wormser announced that 
the trip was for a vacation and a rest. But those who know him best say 
that he never takes a rest, even on a vacation. Enough information has 
filtered through to the United States since he left to show that the trip 
was for numismatic purposes as well as for a vacation. All collectors know 
that South American gold is getting very scarce, and some of his friends 
know that lately Mr. Wormser has gone outside of his former field of col- 
lecting, which was confined to the coins of Central Europe. If there was 
any gold left in South America, we confidently expect Mr. Wormser gar- 
nered it and will have some of it at Cleveland. 

One of the most interesting features of a convention are the curb- 
stone transactions. Of course, they don't actually take place on the curb; 
usually they are made on the sofas of the hotel lobby or in the rooms of 
the members. But it is safe to say that the total amount of sales during 
a convention run well up into four figures. 

Then, there is the usual flood of numismatic anecdote and reminiscence. 
This is usually let loose about the hotel lobby and in the exhibit room. From 
these the young collector can learn a whole lot — if he believes half of it. 

As to the entertainment or social features, the program published last 
month contains about all the information the committee has released for 
publication. But we have the statement of Chairman Fisher that there will 
be some surprises in addition. These matters are entirely in the hands of 
the local committee, and we feel satisfied they will justify expectations. 
The standard of entertainment seem to be mounting higher each year, and 
it was thought at Montreal last year the maximum had about been reached. 

The visitors will make the acquaintance of a number of Cleveland mem- 
bers who have never attended a convention. Until last year the Cleveland 
delegation usually was made up of Messrs. Marcuson and Joers — Marcuson 
always, Joers most always. A convention without Marcuson would imply 
that a cog had slipped somewhere. Last year at Montreal the Cleveland 
delegation for the first time included Mr. Fisher. He is the manager of 
one of Cleveland’s leading department stores and has the reputation of 
doing things. He is the chairman of the Committee on Arrangements, so 
you can draw your own conclusions. 

The Western Reserve Numismatic Club has a number of other enthusi- 
astic collectors whom it will be a pleasure to meet. Cleveland is also the 
home of the Western Reserve Historical Society, one of the moving spirits 
of which is Mr. Wm. H. Cathcart, a fellow-member of the A. N. A. and the 
local club. We strongly suspect that the historical society has many things 
worth seeing, particularly along numismatic lines, and especially in Ohio 
‘‘stuff.” My! how some of those Ohio collectors do fight for ‘‘good Ohio 
numismatic stuff,” as they call it! 
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An innovation is promised this year in holding both the exhibit and the 
business sessions at the hotel headquarters. While the exhibit and the 
business sessions have usually been held in a single building, they have 
never before been housed in the hotel headquarters. This feature will 
have many advantages, and few, if any, disadvantages. It will serve better 
to keep the members together; in case of rain, the advantage is apparent; 
It will be a convenience for those who, in the past, have wanted something 
while at the exhibit room and discovered they had left it at the hotel, and 
vice versa; it will serve as a time saver when President Wormser, around 
10 A. M., is trying to corral the members for the business session and finds 
that most of them have not yet been to breakfast. 

The entertainment program calls for three major events — a drive through 
the city Sunday afternoon; Monday evening, Keith’s Palace Theater, and 
a reception and dinner at the Hollenden Hotel on Wednesday evening — 
with a feature to be arranged later for Tuesday afternoon. An afternoon’s 
entertainment for the ladies, to include a visit to the Art Museum and His- 
torical Society and a shopping tour, has also been arranged. These features 
should be sufficient to make the entertainment side attractive enough to 
encourage a large attendance. On Tuesday evening we are to be allowed 
to “do as we please.’’ By that time the visitors should be well enough ac- 
quainted with Cleveland to find a little entertainment for themselves. 

^turday morning, August 23, will be the time to register with the Gen- 
eral Secretary. If you do not arrive until later, see that you sign the regis- 
tration book at the first opportunity. Hunt up Harry T. Wilson, General 
Secretary, and tell him you want to register. He will loan you his fountain 
pen if you have left yours at home. The registration book is the official 
record of attendance, and if you overlook this matter you may not be in- 
cluded in the list of those present. 

All in all, it will be a great convention.

By Miss Helen Farquhar in illustration of her paper: A numerous series 
of the medals and prints portraying Prince Charles Edward and his father, 
Prince James. 

A beautiful locket in enameled gold and pearls containing Prince Charles’ 
hair, and sent by him from Fiance to Flora Macdonald after his escape in 
174 6. 
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A roughly enameled ornament copied from Sir Robert Strange’s print of 
the Prince in Highland dress. 

Halfpenny of William and Mary engraved “Prince Charles for Ever.” 

By Mr. A. H. Baldwin: Uniface medal of Prince Charles Edward, or proof 
of the obverse die for a medal, in tin, diameter one and nine-sixteenths of 
an inch. The design is similar to that of the Spes-et-Amor medal, but the 
English motto LOOK LOVE AND FOLLOW is substituted for the Prince’s 
name and title. No such medal had been preserved, and this proof was the 
sole evidence of its existence or even intention in our historical series. In 
view of Miss Farquhar’s paper it was of special interest. 

By the President, Mr. Grant R. Francis: Three portraits of the Prince. 

By Mr. S. M. Spink: A series of thirteen medals of the Prince, noticeable 
for the beauty of their condition. 

By Mr. F. A. Walters: Silver medal of Pope Benedict XIV, 17 43, with 
reverse the monument in St. Peter’s to Maria Clementina, styled Queen of 
Great Britain. Also the MICAT INTER OMNES medal in bronze. 

By Mr. Charles Winter: The Duke of Cumberland’s gold medal of 1746, 
by Yeo, awarded to Lieut. -General Wren of the 4 6th Regiment. 

By Mr. W. J. Andrew: A series of sixteen medals issued by or for the 
Jacobite Princes in exile, including an example of the MICAT INTER OM- 
NES medal in bronze with plain edge. 

Memorial ring, enameled in gold and enclosing a lock of the auburn hair 
of the unfortunate Princess Elizabeth, second daughter of Charles I, who 
died a state prisoner at Carisbrooke Castle in 1650, aged fifteen years. 

By Mr. Thomas G. Barnett: Silver dessert spoon, hall-marked York, 
1679-80, by Thomas Mangy, into the trifid end of which some anti-Jacobite 
had, at a later date, set a twopenny piece of William and Mary. Also a 
pair of Stuart spoons, of 1669-70, beautifully worked in silver gilt. 

By Mr. Walters: Silver penny of ^thilheard. Archbishop of Canterbury, 
790-803, and Coenwulf, King of Mercia, 794-818. 

By Mr. Winter: Eight bronze plaques illustrating London in 1924. 

Paper — “Portrait-Medals of Prince Charles Edward Struck Between the 
Years 1745 and 1752.” 

Under this heading Miss Helen Farquhar, in a very interesting paper, 
called attention to evidence in the Stuart Papers which suggested that cer- 
tain medals which had hitherto been attributed to Thomas Pingo were or- 
dered by Prince Charles from Charles Norbert Roettiers in France. The 
correspondence disclosing this proved that Charles Norbert Roettiers had 
prepared dies for a medal which, according to other evidence, was of the 
“Amor et Spes” design, but that the permission of Louis XV would be re- 
quired before the issue could be struck, because Roettiers was an official 
of the French Mint. The political situation having become strained in 1748, 
Charles was finally compelled to leave France, but, as payments were made 
to Roettiers for striking medals, this permission would seem to have been 
granted, but the artist’s initials, as to which a question was raised in one 
of Charles’s letters, were apparently omitted. 

The attribution to Pingo had been based upon evidence published in the 
middle of the last century in “Notes and Queries,” which disclosed that 
the accounts of the Jacobite Club in London, known as The Society of the 
Oak, included pyaments to “Mr. Pingo” for striking medals which had 
been identified with that known as “The Medal of the Oak” distributed to 
the members of the Club in 1750. Although not so stated in the accounts, 
the frequent payments to Thomas Pingo for striking raised the inference 
that he also made the dies; and the likeness in technique of these Oak, or 
REVIRESCIT, medals to those bearing the motto A.MOR ET SPES caused 
a tentative ascription of the latter also to this artist. 

Miss Farquhar now suggested that not only were the latter medals the 
work of Roettiers but also the reverse die and possibly the head-puncheon 
from which Pingo struck the Oak medals. Being, however, for the political 
reasons already given, unwilling to assume public responsibility for the 
design, Roettiers would seem to have substituted for his usual initials on 
the reverse die the symbol or cipher of a rock, perhaps the rebus rots for 
Roettiers, that had already appeared upon the Amor-et-Spes medal. She 
was indebted to Mr. Andrew for calling her attention to this interesting 
symbol upon both issues, and to other evidences of identity in the technique 
of the two medals. These facts strengthened the case for attributing both 
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to one artist, and the present evidence from the Stuart Papers indicated 
that this artist was almost certainly Charles Xorbert Roettiers. 

The other medals bearing the head of the Prince were inferior in both 
portraiture and workmanship and probably copies by another hand. The 
charge in the Oak Society’s accounts for making one die might have been 
necessitated by some breakage, or Pingo might have made the obverse die 
from the Roettiers puncheon. But she inclined to the view that if the 
Amor-et-Spes and the Oak medals were to be thus transferred to Roettiers, 
the large medal with the similar design but differing inscription and of in- 
ferior execution might be assigned to Thomas Pingo. 


liU^'AL NUJVIISMATIS SOC'IKTV. — June, 19, Sir Charles Oman, M.P., 
K.B.E., LL.D., etc.. President, in the chair. 

Mr. Raymond Herbert D’Elboux was elected a Fellow of the Society. 

The annual report of the Council was read and adopted. 

The President presented the Society’s medal for 1 924 to Mr. Henry Sy- 
monds, F.S.A., in recognition of his services to the history of English coin- 
ages, and especially for his original work on the records. 

The President then delivered his annual address, in which, after referring 
to the heavy loss the Society has sustained in the past year by the deaths 
of Sir Henry Howorih, M. Ernest Babelon, Messrs. J. S. Buchan, L. D.

THE MILLED SILVER (’OINAGE OF ENGLAND. 

On the death of Mary no change occurred in the denominations or in the 
size, and a few coins were issued in 1695. At this period the silver currency 
of the country was in a very bad condition, owing to the clipping of the 
hammered money which was still in circulation. However, in 1 696 it was 
decided to withdraw all the hammered coins and issue a very large quan- 
tity of milled money in their place. To ease the pressure on the London 
mint and also to save the transport of bullion, several mints were estab- 
lished in the provinces (Bristol, Chester, Exeter, Norwich and York). All 
denominations except crowns were struck at each mint in 1696 and 1697, 
when they closed down. As the dies were all made in London, we find 
similar busts and types at each mint. 

Owing to this great recoinage, the coins struck after 1697 are for the 
most part rare, with perhaps the exception of 170 0. 

Between the first and third busts on the crowns and sixpences and possibly 
the shillings, a bust is found with the hair across the king’s neck. It is 
probably a suggestion for a new bust that was rejected in favour of the 
third bust and only a few sixpences of 169 7 with it on really found their 
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way into circulation. The variety of this bust with the deeper engraving on 
the hair found on the sixpence and crown in the British Museum may only 
be patterns. 

A few of the later coins have roses or plumes on the reverse, denoting 
that the silver came from English and Welsh mines, respectively. There are 
also a few excessively rare pieces extant with a small plume under the 
King’s bust. 

There was little change in the coinage during the reign of Anne, the chief 
variation being the alteration of the shields on the reverse after the union 
with Scotland in 1707. Each denomination has two or three different busts, 
which only differ in small detail, easily distinguished by the curls on top of 
the head. 

Many of the coins of the first two years are struck with the word VIGO 
under the bust, in commemoration of the capture in October, 170 2, of Vigo 
and the Spanish galleons, from which was taken the silver of which the 
coins were struck. The plumes on oth6r pieces show the silver was from 
the mines of Sir Humphrey Mackworth and Sir Carberry Price in Wales; 
and those with roses and plumes from silver supplied by the new “Company 
for smelting down lead with Pitcoale and Seacoale.” — Spink’s Numismatic 
Circular. 


OKDHH OF ST. PATRICK WILL RK ALLOWED TO DIK. 

Since Ireland has recovered the home rule and legislative autonomy 
which she lost at the close of the eighteenth century, and as her legislative 
union with Great Britain has come to an end, it is only natural that the 
Order of St. Patrick, which was created 130 years ago for the avowed pur- 
pose of promoting and commemorating that union, should pass out of ex- 
istence. Since the abolition of the post of Irish Viceroy, who was by virtue 
of his office the grand master of the order and intrusted with the investi- 
ture of the knights at Dublin Castle, it became clear that the order was 
doomed. It is not proposed to abolish it outright, but merely to allow it 
to die out with the demise of the existing score of knights. Thus the vacan- 
cy in its ranks left by the recent death of Lord Enniskillen will not be filled. 

It has been an ill-omened order from the very outset and quite the reverse 
of popular with the people of Ireland. Curiously enough, there hp always 
been a flaw in its constitution which some hold was sufficient to invalidate 
its existence. Thus, King George III in 1783 issued his royal warrant to 
the Earl of Temple, then Viceroy of Ireland, authorizing the latter to issue 
letters patent under the great seal of Ireland creating the Order of St. Pat- 
rick, to consist of the sovereign, the viceroy, as grand master, and sixteen 
knights, composed of members of the Irish peerage. Now the most diligent 
search has failed to discover the existence of any such letters patent. There 
is no record whatsoever of their having been issued by the Earl of Temple 
or any of his successors as Viceroy of Ireland under her great seal. In fact 
the Order of St. Patrick may be said to have existed for-considerably over 
a hundred years without any of the letters patent necessary for its legal 
constitution, a unique condition. 

Gorgeous insignia were ordered for the grand master of the order. The 
badge consisted of an imperial crown surmounting an Irish harp, both of 
diamonds, from which hangs the actual badge of the order, consisting of a 
gold medallion, encircled by a wreath of emerald shamrocks, and another 
one of blue enamel adorned with the motto in brilliants of the order, ‘Quis 
Separabit,’’ encircling the cross of St. Patrick, surmounted with a sham- 
rock, each leaf of which charged with imperial crown upon a field argen^t. 
The cross of St. Patrick is entirely composed of large rubies, while the 
shamrocks are all composed of emeralds, that in the center of the medal- 
lion being particularly large and valuable. This badge is worn suspended 
to a large gold chain composed of alternate roses and harps, interspersed 
with knots of gold, the roses and the harps being richly jeweled, while the 
same design in large diamonds, rubies and emeralds is reproduced on the 
star of the order worn on the left breast. 

But that standard work, “Irish History and Irish Character,” by the late 
Prof. Goldwin Smith, contains the following letter, in fac-simile, written 
by the first Duke of Wellington, who, as Sir Arthur Wellesley, was Secre- 
tary for Ireland from 1807 to 1 809, before winning his peerages in the 
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Peninsular War and the Battle of Waterloo, He wrote as follows: “1 have 

settled the business of the grand master of the Order of St. Patrick. He 

will have literally a copper collar and jewels. For they are of copper. W., 

the father of — , embezzled the money which had been given him for 

the acquisition of the gold insignia and had them made of copper gilt 
instead.” 

There is no record of the copper gilt insignia of the grand master of the 
Order of St. Patrick ever having been superseded by real gold ones. But 
if on the authority of the great Duke of Wellington the gold was merely 
copper gilt, what guaranty is there that the diamonds, the rubies and the 
emeralds adorning the star and badge were not of paste? — New York Sun. 


MEDAIi ISSUES AM) AW AHDS. 

The presentation of the Franklin' Medal, Franklin Institute of Pennsylva- 
nia, July 15th, in London, by Charles P. Trevelyan, president of the Board 
of Education, in the absence of Prime Minister MacDonald, to Sir Ernest 
Rutherford, Cavendish Professor of Experimental Physics at Cambridge Uni- 
versity, in recognition of his researches in physics, is announced. The 
medal and a certificate of honorary membership were awarded to the dis- 
tinguished scientist also. In presenting the medal Mr. Trevelyan stressed 
the distinction conferred upon the British scientist by a body of the stand- 
ing of the Franklin Institue. He added that Sir Ernest was peculiarly fit- 
ted to be the recipient of the medal, for he was, without any doubt, the 
greatest experimentalist alive.

THE MAKING OF ( OUXTERFEIT COINS. 

An ex-official of Scotland Yard, London, had this to say the other day of 
counterfeiters and counterfeiting: 

There appears to be some fascination in the misapplied art, for no amount 
of punishment seems to deter a convicted coiner from returning to his 
moulds and batteries the very moment be is free. 

The modern coiner takes a very high rank among intelligent criminals, 
and is as far removed from his forerunner of a few generations ago as an 
average man from an ape. But even today a few of the “baser” sort of 
coiners are almost equally primitive in their methods. Their batteries are 
crudely contrived out of domestic vessels, and the rest of their apparatus 
consists of plaster-of-paris and plumbago to make the moulds, a crucible, 
an iron spoon, a file or two, and a little grease. In fact, the whole of their 
equipment would be dear at half a crown. It is nedeless to say that they 
and their “snide pitchers” the men employed to pass the spurious coins — 
are often “lagged.” 

The “superior” coiner, however, is a man of considerable intelligence, 
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who has often made an exhaustive study of metals and electro-plating, and 
can produce coins as perfect in appearance as any that are issued from 
the mint, and which satisfy all the ordinary tests of weight, and so on. 

In fact, many of the coins they produce are actually made of silver, for 
it is possible to mould spurious coins of silver of the requisite fineness and 
yet make a profit of 100 per cent, on the manufacture. At this rate of 
profit the business is quite lucrative enough to compensate for a little risk, 
and naturally such coins, which are of full weight and of standard silver, 
are most difficult to detect. 

The process of coining is really very simple, although it requires both 
delicacy and manipulative skill. An exact impression is taken of the coin 
to be copied, and a mould from plaster-of-paris. The molten metal is then 
poured into the mould through a small aperture in it. Any superfluous 
metal is filed away, and the part from which it is removed is most carefully 
milled. 

The coins are now placed in a rack in a silver solution, in which they are 
soon covered with a coating of silver electrically deposited on them. To 
remove any suspicion'- newness they are covered with a mixture of grease 
and cigar-ash or lampblack. 

To increase the deception, the coin which is copied is almost invariably 
old and worn, and the resultant copy, after undergoing the various doctor- 
ing process, has all the appearance of a dirty, half-obliterated coin of the 
days of Queen Victoria. 

Probbaly none but an expert teller could detect these impostures, but 
the ordinary spurious coin made from pewter, antimony, lead, and similar 
base metals can almost invariably be detected by one of the following tests: 

If on rubbing the coin with a moistened finger the bright metal appears 
under the worn and dirty surface, you may be sure the coin is counterfeit. 

The practice of biting the coin, common to many people, is excellent, for 
the spurious coin is always “gritty” as distinguished from the smoothness 
of a genuine coin. Also, if you find that your suspicious coin will make a 
mark on a slate, you may be sure that there is good ground for your 
distrust.

Each 
sheet bears the signatures of Postmaster-General H. S. New, Assistant Post- 
master General W. Irvin Glover, Superintendent of the Division of Stamps 
Michael L. Eidsness, Jr., and Dr. Stoudt, director of the commission. 

In addition, he will be presented a Huguenot 50-cent piece struck by the 
Government to commemorate the coming of the Huguenots to America, the 
300th anniversary of the founding of New York by Huguenots 
under the Dutch West India Company, and the settlement of the Middle 
Atlantic States. 


ESTIIOMA TO HAVE A MINT. 

The Slsthonian Ministry of Finance has decided to establish a mint for 
the production of metal coins, and indicates its intention to purchase com- 
plete equipment abroad. Metal coins wdll be issued to the amount o 
7,000,000 Esthonian marks, of which 6,000,000 will be in 1, 3 and 5 mark 
coins and 1,000,000 in 10-mark coins.
